5. (original): A compound according to claim 4 wherein the compound comprises at 
least 80% of the S isomer. 
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6. (original): A compound according to claim 4 wherein the compound comprises at 
least 90% of the S isomer. 

7. (original): A compound according to claim 4 wherein the compound comprises at 
least 95% of the S isomer. 

8. (original): A compound according to claim 4 wherein the compound comprises at 
least 99% of the S isomer. 

9. (currently amended): A compound according to claim 1 wherein the compound is 
selected from the group consisting of:

11. (currently amended): A method of treating a hyperproliferation-related disease state 
in a subject, the method comprising administering a therapeutically effective amount of at least one 
compound o f any one of claims 1 9 claim 1 or a pharmaceutical composition thereof, -er-a 
therapeutically effective amount of the composition of claim 10 . 
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12. (original): A method according to claim 11 wherein the hyperproliferation-related 
disease state is treatable by the modulation of microtubule polymerisation. 

13. (currently amended): A method according to claim 12 or claim 13 claim 11 wherein 
the hyperproliferation-related disease state is selected from the group consisting of: 

Atopy, such as Allergic Asthma, Atopic Dermatitis (Eczema), and Allergic Rhinitis; Cell 
Mediated Hypersensitivity, such as Allergic Contact Dermatitis and Hypersensitivity Pneumonitis; 
Rheumatic Diseases, such as Systemic Lupus Erythematosus (SLE), Rheumatoid Arthritis, Juvenile 
Arthritis, Sjogren's Syndrome, Scleroderma, Polymyositis, Ankylosing Spondylitis, Psoriatic 
Arthritis; Other autoimmune diseases such as Type I diabetes, autoimmune thyroid disorders, and 
Alzheimer's disease; Viral Diseases, such as Epstein Barr Vims (EBV), Hepatitis B, Hepatitis C, 
HIV, HTLV 1, Varicella-Zoster Vims (VZV), Human Papilloma Vims (HPV); Cancer, such as 
fibrosarcoma, myxosarcoma, liposarcoma, chondrosarcoma, osteogenic sarcoma, chordoma, 
angiosarcoma, endotheliosarcoma, lymphangiosarcoma, lymphangioendotheliosarcoma, synovioma, 
mesothelioma, Ewing's tumor, leiomyosarcoma, rhabdomyosarcoma, colon carcinoma, pancreatic 
cancer, breast cancer, ovarian cancer, prostate cancer, squamous cell carcinoma, basal cell 
carcinoma, adenocarcinoma, sweat gland carcinoma, sebaceous gland carcinoma, papillary 
carcinoma, papillary adenocarcinomas, cystadenocarcinoma, medullary carcinoma, bronchogenic 
carcinoma, renal cell carcinoma, hepatoma, bile duct carcinoma, choriocarcinoma, seminoma,
